The  wife  knows  how- 
much  I am  getting  now.  sir.  and  1 
can’t  knock  dowu  any  of  my  present 
wages;  she  lots  ft  all.  1 need  the 
raise  for  perscoia'  e.xper,ses.’ 

“Well,  you  men  can  easily  guess  he 
got  that  raise;  he  i«  too  blamed  hon- 
est to  let  get  away.”
